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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

Figures 4 and 5 should be designated by a legend such as —Prior Art— because only that 
which is old is illustrated. See the instant specification page 4 lines 20-23 where figures 4 and 5 
are described as conventional devices. Also see MPEP § 608.02(g). A proposed drawing 
correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment 
of the application.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-11 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The basic idea in the 
claimed invention is creating a space for a cooling channel between a magnet supporting plate 
and a base plate, the base plate being used for supporting the magnet supporting plate. The prior 
art of record teaches creating a cooling channel between a coil supporting plate 104 and a base 
plate 106 or 1 14 as shown in Hazelton et al. 6,1 14,781 A figure 1 . The prior art of record also 
teaches that heat damages magnets and that magnets can be cooled. The prior art of record does 
not disclose or teach cooling a magnet supporting plate by forming a cooling channel between a 
magnet supporting plate and a base where the magnet supporting plate is on the secondary side 
of a linear motor, where the base plate has at least one hole portion, where there is a spacer for 
holding the magnet support plate and the base plate apart and where a cooling device injects 
compressed gas from the hole portion of the base plate toward the magnet supporting plate. 
While at least most of these elements are in the prior art, no motivation has been found for 
combining those elements together as claimed by applicant in independent claims 2 and 11. 
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The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Hwang et al. discloses a flat linear motor with cooling channels adjacent to a magnet 
support as shown in figures 3 and 4.
